ANENT CIVIL SERVICE 


CONOMY and efficiency’s big- 
gest obstacle 


in the civil ser- 
vice is not the politician, but 
the bureaucrat. Once blanketed into 
the permanent government establish- 
ment, the bureaucrat, even though 
an erstwhile politician, becomes 
scornful of politicians and of every- 
thing else representing public opin- 
ion. The professional office-holder 
believes that the government exists 
for the benefit of the bureaucracy. 
He is an expert in making two jobs 
grow where one grew before, and in 
making a half-dozen people do the 
work of one; in devising methods of 
going around Robin Hood’s barn in 
the transaction of business. His spe- 
cialty is making unnecessary work 
and then insisting that it couldn't be 
done with less help. With the dis- 
appearance of rotation in office the 
classified service becomes an ossified 
service, and sets itself up as a sep- 
arate interest antagonistic to any re- 
form that would bring about®econ- 
omy and efficiency by the only feas- 
ible method—that of cutting out the 
unnecessary work, dispensing with 
unnecessary employes, and requiring 
those remaining to earn their sal- 
aries. With the dead wood and the 
dry rot cut out of the civil service, 
better salaries could be paid those 
remaining on the pay-roll with a 
vast net gain in efficiency and econ- 
omy. 

But the chief resistance to genu- 
ine reform comes from within and 
not from without the civil service, 
and is inspired not by spoilsmanship 


but by bureaucracy. Civil service is 
the proper method under right con- 
ditions.

GERMAY’ S NEW BONDS 

F they get that far, Germany’s 
Fase reparations bonds will be 

marketed at a price between 45 
and 65 per cent of their face value. 
The highest estimate—60 to 65 per— 
is given by government officials. The 
other—45 to 50—is an _ optimistic 
financial one. Though Germany will 
deliver to the reparations commis- 
sion the initial payment of her $33,- 
000,000,000 in bonds on July 1, there 
is, so far, no information as to what 
really is to happen to the world’s 
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biggest bond issue. 
out, to prospective investors that 
the bonds are backed by the entire 
resources of the German empire. The 
financiers point out that the bond 
market is bad and that Germany’s 
reparations record so far is not daz- 
zlingly good or likely to become so in 
the near future. Prospective buyers 
probably will ask themselves: First, 
it is to Germany’s advantage to make 
the issue attractive when the lower 
the price the cheaper Germany, or 
individual Germans, could buy them 
back, thus discounting heavily the 
reparations bill? Second, is there 
any means by which Germany could 
repudiate the issue at some future 
time?

eign markets and the possibilities of 
marketing greater quantities of citrus 


fruits abroad, D. C. King, orange 
sales agent for the California Fruit 
Growers’ Exchange, will make a first 
hand investigation of the more im- 
portant European markets. 

In his tour of European cities Mr. 
King will visit such important mar- 
kets as London, Liverpool, Rotter- 
dam, Antwerp, Glasgow and Paris 
for the purpose of acquiring personal 
information as to the future of citrus 
fruit# in these and various other 
large European centers of population. 

With the promise of at least nine 
huge’ refrigerated liners for the 
transporting of citrus fruits to Hu- 
rope next year, as compared to only 
three that have been used up to this 
time to carry California oranges and 
lemons across the Atlantic, the vari- 
ous shippers of the exchange felt the 
necessity of securing accurate data 
on the estimated supply and demand 
that could be expected from these 
markets. 

Transportation of California citrus 
fruits through the Panama Canal by 
the direct all-water route to Europe 
has met with such success, it is re- 
ported, that foreign centers of dis- 
tribution are making increased de- 
mands upon the shippers of Califor- 
nia oeenaee: One fruit broker in

Serious damage to the cherry crop 
in the Beaumont-Yucaipa section is 
reported by the growers, the large 
amount of moisture absorbed causing 
the fruit to split.

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= FIRE OF INCENDIARY 
ORIGIN oAYS JURY 


The tragic story of how Mr. and 
Mrs. W. M. Steele lost their lives in 
the fire which destroyed their home 
on West 16th street, near the en- 
trance to Live Oak Canyon, early 
Thursday morning, was retold yes- 
terday afternoon at the coroner’s in- 
quest, which was held at 2 o’clock 
at the Todd & Patterson chapel, Po- 
| mona. 

The recital of the events which 
occurred on that morning were told 
by. those who were among the first to 
get to the flaming house, and the veil 
of mystery which has surrounded the 
tragedy was not lifted by the testi- 


mony.

Elder, brother-fn-law of 


Mrs. Steele, was the . first witness | er F 
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called, and he gave a description of 
how he was awakened by the eee 
about 4 o’clock and how he and sev- 
eral other men attempted to enter 
the second story of the home where 
they believed the Steeles to be 
trapped in the fire. 

Mr. Elder described the house in 
detail and testified when he entered 
the first floor of the home he smelt 
the odor of oil. This was considered 
to be an important bit of evidence as 
bearing upon the question as_ to 
whether the Steeles met with foul 
play and the house fired by the mur- 
derers. 

The coroner’s jury at the inquest 
was composed of R. F. Koonter, Lind- 
say M. Mills, J. E. Barnes, B. Chaffey 
Shepherd, Walter Gleason and Dr. W. 
F. Stevens. 

Testimony of L. F. Clifton of La 
Verne was corroborative. He said he 
was sure he had seen a body aflame 
in the Steele home. Clifton declared 
he smelled oil in the burning house 
and carried out an oil-stained rug. 

His son, Carl Clifton, told of 
pounding on the side of the house 
with a cane, trying to awaken the 
Steeles. Failing, he climbed to the 
second floor bedroom and saw one 
bureau drawer pulled out on the floor. 

T. H. Williams of La Verne said 
Steele had told him of a man in Los 
Angeles who hated him. Steele did 
not tell him the name of the man, 
and did not seem persed, Williams 
said,

he could determine, death was caused 


ceased met death by burning, ‘causes 
unknown to this jury, but in a fire of 
probable incendiary origin.” 

Continue Investigation 

There has been no let-up in the fm- 
vestigation of the case, and both dep- 
uty sheriffs and private detectives are 
working to solve the problem. Three 
deputy sheriffs from Los Angeles, in- 
cluding Deputies Nolan and Fox, who 
were sent out on Thursday, went to 
the scene of the fire Monday morning 
and talked over the situation again 
with Constable Slanker, who has 
been devoting practically all of his 
time to the case. 

The sifting of the ashes of the 
ruined home was nearly completed 
at noon yesterday and the workers 
expected to get finished with this job 
by late today. Since Saturday they 
have found the two dozen knives and 
forks which were on the second 
floor of the house and which had 
never been used. About the only 
thing of value which fs still missing 
is Mr, Steele’s diamond ring. His 
diamond stickpin has been recovered 
from the ashes, but the larger dia- 
mond is still gone. 

Constable Slanker visited the scene 
of the fire yesterday and went up 
again this morning with F. L. Som- 
ers, partner of D. C. Crookshank, 
father of Mrs. Steele, to go over 
some of the details of the case. Mr. 
Somers said that Mr. and Mrs. Crook-

That the Republican committee of 
San Bernardino Couftty is in no 
rush to affiliate with any other or- 
ganization was indicated Saturday 
when members of the advisory com- 
mittee decided they would not at this 
time accept the invitation to nomi- 
nate executive committeemen and 
vice presidents for the Greater South- 
ern California Republican Club, re- 
cently formed in Log Angeles and 
which desires to take in all of 
Southern California. 

Earl W. Paul of Upland, chairman 
of the Republican county central com 
mittee, presided at the session Sat- 
urday. 

Members of the committee have 
heard various rumors regarding the 
Los Angeles club, including the 
charge that it is a branch of the 
Better America Federation and is de- 
signed to nominate a candidate to op- 
pose Gov. Wm. D. Stephens. 

In Riverside, E. P. Clarke, one of 
the leaders of the Republican organi- 
zation in that county, has announced 
strenuous opposition to the Los An- 
geles movement. 

The San Bernardino Republicans 
ruled they did not desire to join any 
organization at the present time and 
that the San Bernardino organization 
would continue to function indepen- 
dent of any State club.

Journey That Would Be Remarkable 
for Speed and for Wonders 
Seen Along the Way. 

Emile Belot, the French astronomer, 
Suggests that, if one were able to 
straddle ea light ray (which travels 
186,000 miles a second) and thus voy- 
age through space, observations along 
the route would be exceedingly inter- 

esting. 

It would take only a little more 
than a second to reach the moon and 
in 4 minutes and 20 seconds one would 
arrive at the planet Mars. One would 
get aS far as Jupiter in 85 minutes, 
to Saturn in 79 minutes, to Uranus In 
2% hours and to Neptune in 4 hours. 

On the way one would come across 
a great many comets without tails— 
nebulous bodies of spherical shape 
which are rarely seen from the earth. 

It would take two years to get out- 
side the sphere of the sun’s attraction, | 
and by that time our orb of day 
would look like nothing more import- 
ant than a big star. 

The star nearest to us, Alpha Cen- 
tauri, would meanwhile be looming up, 
and the wayfarer through space might 
expect to arrive there tn a little more | 
than four years, By this time he 
would have journeyed 24,000,000,000 | 
miles.

STREETS ONLY BY COURTESY 


Roadways in European C'ties sinpeina| 
and Filthy Up to Comparatively | 
Few Years Ago. 

The oldest pavement of which diate | 
is any record in modern cities is that 
of Cordova, Spain, which was paved 
with stones by the Moors in the mid- | 
die of the ninth century. Modern 
travelers think the original pavement 
cannot have been replaced, it is so 
bad. The Moors also caused water 
to be conveyed to the city in leaden 
pipes. 

Paris was the next city to pave ita 
streets; but this civic betterment did 
not take place until the year 1184, on 
which occasion an historian says, “the 
name of the city was changed from 
Lutetia, which it had been previous- 
ly called on account of its filthinéss.”’ 

Those old streets must have been 
very bad indeed, as it was the general 
practice of the citizens to keep swine, 
which roamed at large and wallowed 
in the mire of the public ways. 

The streets of London were unpaved 
in the eleventh century, and it is un- 
certain just when the work did begin. 
Hlolborn was not paved until 1417, 
though ‘t was frequently impassable 
from the depth of its mud. 

Berlin allowed its streets to go with- 
out even a clearing or cleaning until 
the middle of the seventeenth century, 
and until 1861 it was a popular prac- 
tice to place pig pens immediately 
beneath the front windows of the 
houses. 

Every kind of filth and dirt was 
thrown into the streets of Warsaw up 
to the comparatively recent year of 
1823.—Stray Stories, 


HOLDS PROPERTY IN TRUST 


Man Enjoying What {4s Known as 
Usufruct Has Benefits and Re- 
«sponsibilities Under Law. 

Our word usufruct is derived from 
two Latin words usus, use, and fruc- 
tus, fruit. The Lat*ns combined them 
Into usufructus, the equivalent of our 
word usufruct, whieh is a term of 
law, especially of the Roman law and 
of those systems based on Roman law. 
Usufruect is the right of enjoying 
things belonging to another, and of 
drawing from them all the profit and 
advantage they will produce without 
destroying or wasting their substance. 
One title of the civil code of the” 
province of Quebec deals with usu- 
fruct. This right may be established 
by law or by the will of man. A sim- 
pie example would be this: A person 
wills the ownership of a farm to a 
soh, but the usufruct to a brother for 
his lifetime.” The brother enters at 
once upon the enjoyment of his usu- 
fruct and fs called the usufructuary. 
He cultivates the. farm and takes the 
revenue, subject to the obligation of 
making ordinary repairs. He must 
use the property as a prudent, indus- 
trious man would do, without impair- 
ing the capital. The usufruct of 
stocks would consist of the enjoyment 
of the dividends, or of a sum of money 
the usufruct would consist of the @)- 
terest earned thereon.—Montreal Her-

It is generally conceded that the) 
Greco-Roman home was the most per- | 
fect type of the antique dwelling in 
plan, construction and decoration. HK 
is rightfully considered more richly | 
suggestive than any older house forms 
such as those of Egypt and Assyria, | 
but it {is not well to infer from this 
that the latter types are unworthy of | 
consideration, for they are confessedly 
marked by a simplicity, dignity and , 
solidity of construction and a correct 
use of decoration which, according to 
authorities, give them a high place in.

At last we marked It down 
on a fern frond, and crept up until 
our eyes were within two feet of It.

ARROWH'D TO GARE [COMMISSIONER GOY 





A hospital for 1000 patients at Ar- 
rowhead was practically assured when 
orderswere received from Washington 
to proceed with the construction pro- 
gram halted several weeks ago. A 
total of $41,000 will be expended be- 
fore July 1 on a building program 
already completely mapped out and 
started. The orders to proceed are 
interpreted to mean that it is defi- 
nite that the government will take 
over the property. 

After July 1, the begininng of the 
fiscal year, there will be funds suf- 
ficient to carry out the program of 
giving the disabled service men o1 
the country the best possible facili- 
ties. 

One of the principal items in the 
construction program is a bath-house 
at the mud baths. Additional quar- 
ters and rooms for the occupational 
therapy are also authority. 

A vast amount of government lum- 
ber and plumbing is already delivered 
on the hospital property, and this 
will be used in the construction of 
new buildings. 

Just what the building program 
will be after July is not known, but 
the information from Washington is 
that authorization for additional work 
will be ready when the new fiscal 
year begins. Congress is providing 
amply for the 1921-22 fiscal year 
activities for the care of disabled 
service men. 

The fact that 'the government has 
ordered the work resumed at the Ar- 
rowhead and an additional $41,000 ex- 
pended on construction is taken to 
mean that there is no intention of 
giving up the institution. The Ar- 
rowhead is supported by Cengress- 
man Julius Kahn, chairman of the 
military committee, of Oakland; Sen- 
ator Samuel Shortridge, Congressman 
Phil D. Swing and other influential 
men at Washington. The officials of 
the public health service regard the 
Arrowhead as having natural advan- 
tages known to no other government 
hospital. 


Nev., where he had 
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larvae stage as 
feeding upon the leaf clusters of the 
alfalfa plants and working in the 
opening buds. The leaves of the 
plants where these insects have fed 
are riddled with small holes. ‘ 

On account of the protective color- 
ing of both larvae and adult weevils 
they are rarely detected until the 
second season of the infestation. 
Each adult lays from 800 to 1400 
eggs, and it takes but 21 days for 
the weevil to complete the cycle of 
metamorphosis from egg o adult. 

In Utah and Nevada, where the 
alfalfa fields produce but one or two 
cuttings a year, only one or two gen- 
ations of the pest are propagated, but 
in California, where eight to ten cut- 
tings are the rule, the weevils would 
never stop work. 

At present there is a strict quar- 
antine against the importation into 
California of any hay or cereal straw 
from Utah, Colorado, Nevada, Idaho, 
Wyoming and Oregon. Furthermore, 
no household goods can be moved in 
without an affidavit that the ship- 
ment contains no straw. 

All potatoes brought from these 
States must be screened and’ shipped 
in clean sacks to avoid the spread 
of the weevil. 

It is thought that the pest comes 
from Italy, as it. was first discovered 
in an Italian colony near Salt Lake 
City. ‘ 

In Nevada the growers are spray- 
ing with arsenate of lead, which ac- 
complishes only a _ partial control. 
So far no ill effects have been ob- 
served upon cattle as a result of eat- 
ing the hay, as the arsenic is very di- 
lute. 





VACATIONAL BIBLE SCHOOL 
AND PRESIDENT HARDING 

Warren G. Harding, President of 
the United States, said, ‘The future 
of the nation’can not be trusted to 
the children of America “unless their 
education includes their spiritual de- 
velopment.”

The Bible con- 
tains the world’s best literature, the 
biography of the only perfect life, 
the principles upon which every life 
is to succeed in right living and true 
greatness. The growing child must 
know it. 

The first requirement of a Chris- 
tian democracy is that the indi- 
vidual voter shall have a true stand- 
ard of right and wrong. The second 
is that he shall identify himself with 
the right and against the wrong. 
Clear, correct moral judgment depend 
upon a knowledge of the teachings 
of Jesus. 

Where shall our children learn Bi- 
ble as they learn arithmetic and 
Shakespeare? The Sunday school 
attempts to teach them. But there 
are 1,318,000 children and youth in 
the homes of Protestant church mem- 
bers in the United States who do not 
go to Sunday school. Less than 
50 per cent of America is identified 
with any church—Protestant or Cath- 
olic.
